proximity to particular media being played, 

time of day, 

date, 

day of week, 

month of year, and 
season of year. 

6. (previously presented): The system as recited in Claim 1 wherein said advertising 
server comprises an interface that allows advertisers to upload said advertisements and modify 
said advertising schedules directly and to view ones of said media and advertisement play reports 
and advertisement billing reports. 

7. (previously presented): The system as recited in Claim 1 wherein said computer 
network is the Internet.
